While proceedings against Mr. Cochran, former Weigh Clerk were pending, Mr. 
Drummond, then Chief of the Secret Service Bureau, removed from the Mint a tin box belonging 
to Mr. Cochran and containing, among other things, as I believe, certain correspondence relating 
to first shipments of gold to this Mint from California. 


The box was afterward returned, but the letters from the files of this Mint alluded to do 
not appear in the contents. The letters are historically valuable and part of the Mint record, and 
are probably in the custody of the Bureau of the Secret Service.
